done any time after the leaves have 
fallen, and before the soil is frozer 
too much to prevent diguing.

‘smart’ and tries to race, regardless of 
the danger involved. Third, the driv- 
er of un approaching car, angered 
by seeing a car on his side of the road 
declines to slow down until it is toc 
late. I[f a triple crash occurs each 
of the three drivers involved is to 
blame.

Black Men Of North Western Section 
Bat Human Flesh 

Cannibalism still is rife among the 
fhomadic black men of north-western 
Australia, according to a report on 
the Cuinis and Cullaris tribes just 
issued by the Catholic Anthropolog- 
ical Conference.

Provincial Selling Agency 
Has Been Created By 
Alberta Wheat Pool 


Calgary, Alberta.—The  establish- 
ment of a provincial selling agency, 
which would operate a seat on the 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange for selling 
und hedging purposes, was announced 
Oflicially by the Alberta Wheat Poo) 
Thursday, August 27. The agency will 
handle sales of the 1931 Alberta crop 
and is now in operation. 

R. D. Purdy, general manager ot 
the Alberta Wheat Pool, will head 
the selling department which will op- 
erate independently of the Central 
agency which in the past has had 
charge of disposition of all prairie 
grain. The Central selling agency 
will continue to operate under John I. 
McFarland until the 1980 crop is sold 
entirely. 

The alteration of the Alberta sys- 
tem, said Mr. Purdy, will not affect 
any arrangements announced by pro- 
vincial and Federal Governments, and 
the selling agency will be a depart- 
ment of the Alberta Wheat Pool. 
Farmers could still sell their wheat 
at the pool elevators and receive the 
open market price or they could ac- 


cept the initial pool payment of 35) 


cents a bushel and receive additional 
payments later. The five-cent per 
bushel bonus allowed by the’ Federal 
Government as a relief measure for 
farmers would be payable on delivery, 
whether the farmer sold on pool basis 
or took the open market price. 

All grain received by the Alberta 
selling department would be disposed 
of through regular market channels, 
he said.

Junkers Freight “Plane 
Big ‘Plane Will Be Used For Freight 
Cargoes In West 

Montreal, Que.—-Destined to carry 
freight cargoes in northwestern Can- 
ada, a huge all-metal junkers freight 
‘plane has been purchased by Cana- 
dian Airways and will be shipped to 
the northwest within a few months, it 
was announced here. 

The new Junkers JU-52, a devel- 
opment of the trans-Atlantic ‘plane 
“Bremen,” will be the largest freight 
‘plane in Canada. Fully loaded, it 
weighs four tons, and the single 
B.M.W. 685 horsepower engine allows 
a cruising speed of 99 miles an hour, 
and a range of nearly 1,000 miles, 
which, by special tanks, can be in- 
creased to 1,863 miles. The big ‘plane 
can be landed at about 47 miles an 
hour.. 


Bad Effects Of Dole System 


Warns Canada Against Its Adoption 
As Relief Measure 

Montreal, Que.-‘Canada and the 
United States should not consider the 
dole as a relief measure,” said George 
Blaiklock, justice of the peace for 
Kent and recorder of Grantham, Eng- 
land, whose justification for his pro- 
nouncement is thut for the past three 
years he has headed the court otf 
referees on doubtful ‘dole’ cases. “The 
dole,” Mr. Blaiklock said, ‘was neces- 
rary in England to tide over depres- 
sion, but it has had a demoralizing 
effect and it would be a terrible thing 
to subject Canadians and Americans 
to its influence.” 

As a substitute, the recorder recom- 
mended the formation of labour corps 
from the unemployed, and the use of 
these battalions on national works.

Good Crops At The Pas 
Acreage Is Limited But Yield Re- 
ported Remarkably High | 

The Pas, Man.—Fully two weeks 
behind some sections of the southern 
part of the west, cutting operations 
started last week on wheat and oat 
fields here. While there is only a lim- 
ited acreage in this part of the coun- 
try the yield has been remarkably 
high according to farmers in this dis- 
trict. 

Oats have run as high as 50 bush- 
els, while wheat has averaged 30 and 
85 bushels. This is the fifth consecu- 
tive year that grain yields have been 
good in this area, and considerable 
interest is being taken in the possi- 
bility of throwing open the Carrot 
River Valley to se‘tlers, This tri- 
angle of rich river silt has produced 
sensational yields for years, but as 
yet, only squatters are working the 
land, as it is not open to homestead- 
ers, The local Board of Trade has re- 
ceived enquiries from farmers in the 
southern part of Saskatchewan re- 
garding the possibility of establish- 
ing mixed farming in that area,
